Representative Jenkins, Chairman 'of 


tho Judiciary Committee, has introduced 
two anti-trust bills, prepared by Attorney- 
General Knox. 
Those bills rouresent the 


views of the administration and indicate 
tho determination upon the part of the 
President lo secure immediate legislation 
for the control of trusts. 
One of the bills 


Is intended to amend the Sherman anti- 
trust law. It contains the provision that 
it shall bo unlawful for any person to 
"offer, grant or give, or solicit, accept, 
or rcceltc imr rebate, 
concession, of 


service in respect to the transportation of 
any property in interstate or foreign com- 
merce whereby such property is carried at 
a less rate than the published tariff," 
and imposes a tine of $5,000. 
The other 


bill provides for the appointment of a 
commission to carry out provisions of the 
Sherman act when amended. 
This com- 


mission, which is to be bi-partisan, will 
be somewhat similar to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission though 
with much 


stronger powers. 


Glfford Pinchot, 
the Forester of the 


Department of Agriculture, has succeeded 
in arousing considerable public sentiment 
favorable to the protection of American 
forests. 
In 
the 
last four years Mr. 


Pinchot's branch of the Government has 
increased from a small division, employ- 
ing four or five clerks to a bureau of ten 
times this 
size 
and capacity. 
The 


interest aroused in the question comes 
from attention being directed to the fact 
that the forests arc being rapidly cut away 
for lumbering purposes. 
Mr. Pinchot has 


shown himself to be a practical man. 
He 


has recoanizod the fact that tho lumber- 
men have gotten their business down to 
almost a science; at the same time he bus 
been able to show that in our large forests 
where the lumberman usually cuts timber 
with a view to present profit solely with 
the expenditure of two or three cents an 
acre, tho cut over forests can be loft in 
•uch a condition as to produce a future 
crop of timber. The prnctlcal foresters 
of the country believe that the forestry 
work of the Government should be con- 
solidated, as recommended by President 
Roosevelt, Into one bureau of forestry. 


The Berlin papers ao not accept the 


suggestion that Ambassador von Holle 
ben's leave of absence from Washington 
was occasioned by Illness as has been stat- 
ed. 
Some of tho German papers take the 


view that Emperor Wililam expected tho 
Ambassador to induce President Roosevelt 
ta become arbitrator of the Venezuelan 
dispute, 
and conclude 
therefrom the 


Emperor's resentment at the failure of bis 
representative.

To the Buraess and Council of the Borough 


of Bristol, Gentlemen:— 
We have been called upon by your 


.Finance committee and our opinion asked 
ua lo the method by which the (Jhuitur of 
be Burou|(h can be amended, and also for 
an eipresslon of our views as to the 
necessity therefor. No particular section 
of the last Act amending the same, nor 
any other prior Act was called to our 
attention as needing amendment, 
but 


rum what wan said by the members of 
/our committee, we tube it that the sub- 
lect of raising more money is the reason 
his matter has recently been brought to 
your attention. 


Inasmuch as so much has been written, 


and more we have no doubt said, in regard 
to the laws commonly called the Borough 
Jharter, we deem it necessary at this time 
to state for the information of your bon 
orable body, and through you to the pub- 
lic, the leal facts relative to that large 
body of Laws commonly called the Bor- 
ough Charter, which like some others both 
luimm and divine, are much more tplkcd 
about than read: to read some of the 
publications and 
hear 
expressions of 


opinion relative to the Charter of this 
borough 
persons uninformed, or raisin 


formed, seem to conclude that as citizens 
thereof, we are governed by, and living 
under laws, passed either in the dark ages, 
or LOW so antiquated as no longer to meet 
the needs of a growing town. 
A brief re- 


view of these statutes seems therefore to be 
nt this time not inoportune. The original 
letters patent establishing the Borough 
of Bristol, were issued by Sir William 
Keith, 
Lieutenant Governor under the 


Proprietors holding under the British 
Crown, in the seventh yeur of tne reign of 
George the First, on the fourteenth day of 
November, A. D. 1720, and contain many 
valuable franchises, a number, in fact the 
moat of which, are still in force. 
These 


Letters Patent, 
known as the original 


charter, afterwards from time to time, 
while not being amended, were improved 
upon by having divers Colonial statutes 
passed, increasing the powers of the cor- 
poration, down to the American Revolu- 
tion, after which, to wit on September 1C, 
1786, prior to the ^adoption of the first 
Constitution of this Commonwealth the 
Representatives of the Freemen 
of the 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania passed, 
an act sntited, "An Act to re-establish 
the ancient Corporation of the Borough of 
Bristol," reciting that whereas the cor- 
poration of the 
Borough 
of 
Bristol, 


as it 
derived 
its 
Charter 
privileges 


and immunities from the Crown of Great 
Britain, 
was, on tho 
Declaration of 


Independence of this State, thereby im 


ample power to deal with, and wo venture 
th* assertion, that no Borough of twice 
our site In this Commonwealth, has more, 
or even a* great corporate power* under 
the laws now in force, than the Borough 
of Bristol, hence we think U may be laid 
that trier." is no necessity for the amend- 
ment of the Charter BO called, on account 
of the want of power to govern this town. 


It 1* urged that certain street improve- 


ments are necessary, and should be made, 
the answer to this is that th* remedy al- 
ready exists under the law. The tax rate 
of th; borough for many years nils been 
hut Bevpntv-Rvp cent* to the hundred dol- 
lars,but if the Council votes unanimous y 
thi- rule own ue rni«td under the law to 
$1.00, thereby giving at onca abundant 
meaud wan winch all ordinary street im- 
provements may be made. 
This with 


wise administration, and especially keep- 
ing all appropriations within the limit 
provided for by the appropriation ordi- 
nance annually passed, and particularly, 
not making annual appropriations beyond 
the income of the borough, will furnish 
enough money 
to make every .ordinary 


street improvement, not all it may be in 
any one year, butgradually and in a very 
few years. So that if such improvements 
are now necessary the obvious answer is, 
to 
increase the 
tax rate under the 


Charter. 
All public improvements cost 


money. Under all forms of government 
this money must come from the people in 
the shape of taxes. Hence, if our citizens 
desire the improvements' of the streets 
they must be willing to bear additional 
taxation. 
It is true, 
that 
unforeseen 


events,such as a smallpox epidemic, will 
take place, such things cannot bo guarded 
against under any system of laws, 
but 


economy in administration and providing 
in all appropriation ordinances a proper 
incidental expense fund, 
will generally 


furnish the necessary means and if not, 
extraordinary expanses necessary to be in- 
curred may well wait until the tax rate be 
increased to pay the same. 


It is however urged that the proviso to 


the 10th Section of the Act of 1851 limit- 
ing the public debt to the sum of Teu 
Thousand Dollars, should-be repealed, be 
cause certain great public improvements 
ire necessary to be made, especially the 
purchase of the works of the Bristol Water 
Company, under the power contained 
the Act under which said Water Company 
is incorporated, or the erection of bor- 
ough water works. 
Sow it seems made 


possible under the Act of May 3, 1901 that 
a system of public sewerage should be 
erected and maintained at the corporate 
expense, and that our streets should be 
paved with some kind 
of permanen

Tha Likeness of Christ. 


From tho time when He snid, "Lo! I 


nm with you always, even to the end," the 
Ring of kings has never left Himself with- 
out a witness in the studio of the artist. 
During nineteen centuries the likeness of 
our Lord hus been hold steadily before our 
eyes. 
Countless millions of Christians, 


leurncd and unlearned, have lived m.<! 
died in its presence, never doubting its 
truth, never picturing to themselves any 
othor face as the face of their Saviour. 
Before the people knew the written word 
they know the likeness. 
It made beauti- 


ful to them their sacred places. 
When, 


through the invention of printing, they 
took the Bible to their own homes they 
tound its piiges illuminated with the same 
likeness drawn 
bv the companions uf 


Luther. 
The likeness of Christ is not to 


bo lonnd complete in any one picture, any 
more than the wordb of Christ are to be 
found complete in any one Gospel. 
The 


frescoes of the cutacombs supplement the 
glass relics of the Vatican, jual as the 
Oospol of 
St 
John 
supplements 
the 


synoptics. 
For 
tbe 
evidences of the 


HUthenticity ol the likeness are not from 
one source—nor arc they all of one kind. 
Besides the glass relics and the frescoes, 
there are cloth pictures used by the first 
Christians, as "face-cloths" for their 
dead;there are mosaics o! a very early pnr- 
iod, said to have been made for Gentile 
kings, who desired to know what Christ 
was like; there are sketches attiibuted to 
His personal friends and followers; and 
nil these bear the same likeness—the like- 
ness its we know it today. 
There are por- 


traits dating from the time of the undi- 
vided Church; there arc likenesses held 
S'icred by the Greek Church in the fourtli 
century, and by the Hainan Church of the 
mime date; mosaics of the dark ages; cun- 
ueiitions of great painters of the Rt>na- 
scence and of the Reformation, and works 
nf the modern schools. Thus neither time, 
nor place, nor creed, make any difSerence 
in the likeness. Greek, Roman, Venetian, 
German, Spaniard, Protestant, Catholic, 
paint the same man, and the difference be- 
tween their works is only the difference of 
their genius or of their technique. 
This 


unity proves that the many "Likenesses" 
are not sporadic growths of unassisted 
imaginations—but are variants of a com- 
mon form, dating from a very early period 
which must have received the sanction of 
an authority strong enough to make itself 
felt throughout Christendom.

The only way to get fertile eggs in 


winter is to use eags from your own yard, 
aqd by the aid of proper feeding and cure 
n gathering eggs you will get a hatch that 
will prove pitisfaetory. 


Even it compelled to keep chickens in a 


small place, by leaving them out, suy just 
before sunset, for even a ten minutes 
xiraging trip over other ground, you will 
obtain good results provided the roosters 
are in good condition. 


Green cut bone is a great aid in raising 


a supply of eggs that will have vigorous 
germs and if you do not own a bone cutter 


V some scrap meat from your butcher 


and feed it to tbe chickens. 


Cut clover hay at $2.00 a cwt. is adver- 


tised by many dealers in poultry supplies 
as insuring a plentiful supply of whiter 
eges, but the price is beyond the value of 
the article. 
But by all means feud the 


cut bnne or meat and the extra eggs you 
get from a small fiocK in one season will 
repay you for your expenditure. 


Give the chickens warm water at least 


three times a day in winter and keep 
plentiful supply of grit, ground oyster 
shells and some granulated charcoal before 
them. 
You will find that plan better than 


many of the alleged 'poultry powders" on 
the irarket. 


Put a pound of powdered napthaline 


(tar 
camphor) in 1 gallon of kerosine, 


shake at intervals for several days until 
disolved, then upi.ly the liquid to roosts, 
dropping boards, etc., and keep the Uce 
down.

"trustees of Divine Providence1' have al- 
lowed YOU to get coal, sieve your ashes in 
the chicken house and keep a big box well 
filled with the ashes in a place in the sun- 
lieht, if possible, so the chickens can dust 
themselves and thereby aid in ridding 
themselves of lice. 


Don't feed the little chicks on cakes and 


other pastry or semi liquid foods; give the 
grain dry and let the little fellows have 
all the milk and water they want to drink. 
Tbe only exception to make from this rule 
is when you give the critters bread and 
milk, or when fattening for market. 


Don't feed newly hatched chicks for ac 


least 24 hours after they have come out; 
on about the 19th or 20th day of incuba- 
tion the yolk of tbe egg IB drawn into 
the abdomen of the youngster and that 
nourishes it for some time after hatching. 
But don't forget to place some small grit 
before the chicK soon after hatching, so it 
may equip itself with teeth for future use. 


The Philadelphia Record says a crate of 


eggs, which can bp taken to market in a 
light vehicle, will fetch as much as a load 
of produce.

them, unless for a special reason.

What does 'fresh'mean? Lots of 


farmers taks their eggs to market 'once in 
ten da>e or two weeks,' and feel quite hurt 
if the buyer calls them stale."

LANGUAGE OF CIGAES 


THE TERMS USCO IN THE TRADE ARE 


GREEK TO MOST SMOKERS.

Whenever the average untutored to- 


bacco lover wishes to Indicate to his 
envious friends that be is In possession 
of a cigar of the first quality, he usual- 
ly says that be baa n perfecto. By 
perfecto he meana tbt- best cigar ob- 
talnable, and as a rule he applies the' 
name to all products of the Havana 
factories. 
But In truth, declares an 


Intelligent writer In the Eansas City 
Journal, a good many cigars that 
never saw Havana arc genuine pcr- 
fcctos, and a good many made in the 
most famous factories of the Cuban 
capital are not. The word, as a mat- 
ter of fact, docs not refer to the quality 
of a cigar at all. It Is simply a term 
used to describe the shape. A perfecto 
may cost $1, and It may cost 2% cents. 


There arc half n dozen cigar terms 


thus misused by tlie average smoker, 
and there are several times as many 
words of tho same sort whose mean- 
ing he Is utterly unable to fathom. 
What native, corn fed smoker, for In- 
stance, knows the difference between 
a panetela and 11 Heltin Victoria? And 
how many know whether there is a 
real different between u madnro and 
an oKcuro? Yet all of these terms are 
the common property of cigar makers 
nil over the world. Like many cigar 
brand names, they are of Spanish ori- 
gin, but tho wanderings of Havana 
tobacco and Cuban cigars have taken 
them Into all countries and all lan- 
guages. 


Tlie great majority of cigars are put 


up lifty in a box, with thirteen on the 
top row, twelve on the low next to the 
top. thirteen on the next and twelve 
on the bottom row. When a londres 
cigar is packed 100 In a box In two 
bundles tied with a ribbon. It becomes 
a Ueina Victoria, which Is Spanish for 
Queen Victoria. 
Early In the late 


queen's relgu a Cuban manufacturer 
Imcnted this method of packing and 
culled the resultant bundle after Great 
I'.rltain's sovereign. The name has re- 
nmiueil OUT since. 


Tin: word perfecto Is a term Indicat- 


ing u certain shape In cigars. 
A per- 


fcclo is a smoke having what Is gen- 
erally called the "cigar shape"—that 
Is to say, It Is swelled near tlie end 
which Is lighted and tapers gradually 
clown '" the point, or head. The end 
of a cigar which a smoker puts in bis 
mouth Is known among cigar makers 
as the head. 
The other end, that 


which is lighted, Is called the tuck. 
When, as often happens In a perfecto, 
the tuck Is very small. It to called a 
needle tuck or feather tuck. All others 
follow these lines more or loss closely. 


A thin, straight cigar, with little 


more thickness In the middle than at 
tlie tuck, Is called a panetela. 
Tbe 


average panetela Is slightly longer 
than a pcrfecto, though the matter ot 
size lias nothing to do with the shape. 
Panetchis are esteemed because they 
burn more regularly and arc usually 
better because more easily made. The 
\ Irttic of the pcrfecto is that its small- 
er tuck lishts rrore readily, and Its 
more artistic curves give It greater 
beauty 


A londres Is a sort of cross between 


the perfeeto and the panetela. 
It Is 


a pcrfecto from the head to the thick- 
est part, and from there on to the tuck 
It Is betwixt and between. Usually 
tho slope from the thickest part to the 
tuck has a gradual curve. The tuck 
as n rule is as large as that of a pane- 
lelu. 


A partesms Is a cigar shaped much 


like a londres, except that the slope 
from the thickest part to the head is 
usually not so rounded. It is n shape 
not now as fashionable as it used to 
lie, nnd even when cigars are genuine 
partcgas the box is seldom stamped 
with the name. 


A conchas Is a small blunt cigar. As 


a rule It la a very satisfactory smoke, 
and usually it lasts ns long as a pcr- 
fecto. This Is because that thin tuck 
of the latter burns down rapidly. The 
opera is a very small cigar of any 
standard shape. It derives its name 
from tbo fact that It Is designed for 
a short smoke between the nets, and 
very of ten it Is called on cntr-ncte. The 
brrvng is a large, eluuisy cigar, good 
for an hour's pjfflng. The largest size 
of all is the Napoleon. Sometimes Ha- 
vana Napoleons are six or seven Inches 
fai length. The blacker ones are poel- 
tlvely terrifying. 


Tbe better grades of cigars are usu- 


ally made In several shapes and sizes. 
There may be, for Instance, the I<a 
Flor de Habnna pcrfectos,- the La Flor 
dc Habana panetelas, the La Klor de 
Ilnbana operas, the La Flor de Ha- 
bana pnrtegas and the La Flor tie Ha- 
bana conchas. The label Is the same 
on all of the sizes and shapes, but on 
the front of the box the name of the 
shape Is stamped. 


On one end of each box of cigars will 


lie noted another word. Sometimes it 
Is Colorado, sometimes It Is claro and 
nt other times it Is maduro. This Indi- 
cates tl«» color of the cigars within, or, 
us 
uninformed smokers say, the 


"strength." Tbe lightest of nil cigars 
ire a yellowish brown. They are called 
clnros. Next In order come the colora- 
do claros, which are n darker brown, 
and then come the colorados, which 
are about midway between black and 
yellow. After the colorndos come the 
Colorado maduros, which are a dark 
brown, and then tbe maduros, which 
are well nigh black. Formerly another 
color was In vogue. This was the os- 
curo, and It was a shiny black. But of 
tate the fashion has been for light 
cigars, and the word oscuro has almost 
dropped out of use. 


LEARNING AJ.ANGUAGE. 


It In CoropnrctlTely Ea»> to Acquire 


a Working Vocabulary. 


"It doesn't require any great length 


of til ic to learn a language If one has 
patlc ice," said a man who has mas- 
tered several languages, "and when 1 
bear a man regret that he In not able 
to sp'jok French or German or Spanish 
or home other language unk-own to 
him I cannot conceal my amusement. 
In nine cases out of ten I might say 
that the men who express a regret of 
this sort handle English very poorly 
if th it happens to be their language. 


"The chances are that their vocabu- 


laries are eitrcmely limited, and It 
would probably surprise them to know 
•hat despite th* advantages of birth 
and education they could not command 
,nori- than 000 or 700 words in English 
it tlielr lives depended upon it. Yet 
thej are able to carry on intelligent con- 
versation, nnd many of them may be- 
come forcible and even axiomatic in 
their savings, nnd they plunge into dls- 
cusMons of literature, art, music and 
oth<r subjects of such fine elegance 
and do It rather successfully too. 


"J\ow, .how long ought it to take for 


a tniiu to learn COO or 700 or even 1.000 
woicls In any language? Certainly It 
OUR lit not to take any great length of 
tlui", and from my own experience I 
1f.now that It does not. Of course I am 
not ppoaklng now of mastering so that 
one can get the full benefit of all the 
refinements of speech in a particular 
toiMtie. 


"Hut 
I Ua\e in mind the Idea of 


speaking Intelligibly In a ,gtven Ian- 
gunge and being able to understand 
perfectly what IH said In return. I have 
a system which 1 have worked out, and 
It lias been of vast licnefit to me and 
has enabled me to learn a number of 
languages. It occurred to me while I 
was In .Mexico n few years ago on im- 
poi taut business 


"I could not speak a word of Spanish 


and could not understand the language. 
I t one-lulled that 1 would learn the lan- 
gu ige. My plan wns simply this: I 
ninde up uiy mind that I would not re- 
tiro nt the close of any day as long as 
I was there without learning at least 
three words in Spanish, how to pro- 
nomicc them nnd what they meant. 
That would give me ninety words per 
month, or something over 1,000 In a 
year's time."—New Orleans Times- 
Domocrat.
